sion in the old Hopi Indian village 
of Awatovi in northeastern Arizona, 
In Mr, Jones’ research waste food 
and other refuse was separated 
from the adobe bricks of the mis- 
sion, This refuse, Mr. Jones ex- 
plains, was used as a binding ma- 
terfal in manufacturing the bricks, 

Because records give 1629 as the 
date for the bullding of ths mission, 
the Introduction of these foods by 
the Spanish Is known to be not later 
than this date. In addition to the 
melon seeds ftcund in the bricks, 
fruit pits, grain und straw also in- 
dicate that the Hop! people were 
cultivating wheat, peaches and el- 
ther plums or apricots at this time. 
The information given by the bricks 
indicates that there haye been no 
important changes in the climate, 
vegetation or animals of the region
